unofficial results on ratification of the 
federal prohibition amendment indi 
eating a dry majority of 681 it appear- 
ed today that litigation will be insti- 
tuted to determine the final result. 


Today, the wets are watching the 


election machinery 
in 
Muskingum 


county for the purpose of equipping 
themselves with possible evidence in 
the event they bring suit to have the 
courts canvass the vote cast for and 
against ratification. 


Dry leaders, it is said, are follow- 


ing a similar program in Hamilton 
county 


While it appears the wets 
will 


force litigation, it is claimed here 
that if the official returns, yet to be 
received at Secretary of State Smith's 
office, from 
Hamilton, 
Muskingum. 


Mercer and Pike counties result in 
apparent wet majority, the drys will 
ask the courts to canvass the vote. 


Wet leaders assert that, as a re- 


sult of no mark of identification on 
the back of ballots, election officials 
in Champaign county on election day 
opened marked ballots in order to 
tell what box to drop them irto 


If the contention of the wets -that 


-this invalidated all votes cast on the 
ratification proposal in 
Champaign 


county is sustained by the courts, it 
it. said the wets would win out with 
the small majority of 57. Champaign 
county is credited with a dry majority 
of 738 votes. 


Should the drys institute litigation, 


it is reported, they will base their 
request on some of the mistakes re- 
ported from Hamilton and Cuyahoga 
counties which favor the wets.

Congress that the roads will be re- 
turned Mr. lllnes has made necessary 
prompt action regarding the status 
ot the lines, and in so doing has 
practically deferred the discussion of 
the general railroad question until 
n 'later date. 
It woulfl now seem 


that Congress would have to lay aulde 
IK- Cummins bill for the time being 
and enact some 
temporary legisla- 


tion calculated to provide for im- 
mediate necessities. 
Just how this 


will affect 
the prices 
of railroad 


shares remains to be seen, but its 
first influence has been 
favorable
